The first essential, as these don > 
show, is proper soil. 
A deep. fert e. 
well-drained soil. rich in hme and 
reasonably free from weeds is md s 
pensable, and it is useless to attempt 
to grow alfalfa on any other kind of 
land. 
The lack of any one of these 
qualities is very apt to be the cause 
of failure especially in the hast at 
j 
South, where at best alfa!ta is pro­ 
duced with some difficulty. 
The plant is a deep-feeding one and 
usually sends Us roots down many 
feet to 
obtain 
food 
and 
moisture 
which are out of reach of the shallow- 
rooted crops. 
On 
soil 
that 
lacks 
depth alfalfa Is unable to utilize its 
deep-feeding roots and is, therefore 
less able to withstand the attack of 
surface-feeding weeds. 
An exception 
to this seems to be found in the case 
of soils that are underlaid by lime­ 
stone at a depth of some eighteen 
inches or two feet. 
Weeds are. in fact. one of the 
greatest 
enemies 
of 
alfalfa, 
young plants are very tender and are 
apt to be killed (luring their early 
stages of growth. 
For tills reason it 
Is goo., practice to raise swim culti­ 
vated crop on the ground for two or 
three seasons before alfalfa is plant­ 
ed. 
If this is not practicable some 
such crop as cowpeas, which natural­ 
ly prevent the growth of weeds, can . 
be seeded. 
Alfalfa sown in the spring 
is 
especially 
susceptible 
to 
harm j 
from weeds, and spring s e e d i n g , there- 
fore, should be avoided where’, er pos­ 
sible 
It is, however, preferable in 
Minnesota. Wisconsin

In general, the principle un- 
defying the time cf seeding is to sow 
as far in advance a 
J ofsible o. what 
promises to be the moat trying season 
for the young ph »'s. 
In the Fast , 
and South a late summer seeding la | 
usually hest. 
This enables an earlier j 
crop to be remove .1 from the land 
and gives alfalfa ample time to make 
a growth before the winter sets In; a 
fact which gives the plants a good 
start in the following spring, and aids 
I, 
them successfully to resist the inroad 
of weeds. 
The conditions that determ.ne the 
time for seeding alfalfa indirectly de­ 
termine also the crops which should 
precede it. 
Where late summer seed­ 
ing is practiced a truck crop which 
matures early will enable one crop 
to be secured that season and stilt 
allow time for the preparation of the 
land for alfalfa. 
Under such circum­ 
stances the fertilizer demanded by 
the truck crop will probably be suffi­ 
cient for the alfalfa. 
Another method 
which has the advantage of ridding 
the soil of weeds, although it is not 
bo economical in its use of land, is 
to plant a clean culture crop, such as 
corn. cotton or tobacco. 
These crops 
also require heavy 
applications 
of 
manure, and the culture given them 
will destroy any weeds that may have 
been Introduced with 
the 
manure. 
Ordinarily 
It is impossible 
to 
get 
thesd crops off the land in time for 
late summer seeding of alfalfa and it 
Is consequently good practice to seed 
* green manure crop, such as hairy 
vetch or clover, which can be cut for 
hay in the following spring, the stub 
ble plowed under and the land then 
prepared for alfalfa. 
The 
efficiency 
of 
green 
manure 
crops in increasing the humus content 
of the soil makes them especially val 
uable as a preliminary crop for a1 
falfa. 
If the soil is not fertilized in 
this way, or does not obtain the bene 
fit of manure used for previous cast 
crops, well-rotted barnyard manure 01 


commercial fertilizers must be em­ 
ployed if the best results are hoped 
for. It must always be borne in mind 
that alfalfa requires rich soil. 
It can­ 
not be grown on any kind of land 
that happens to lie handy tor the 
farmer, 
On 
the other hand, with 
proper conditions and care Us yield 
will be sufficient to justify the use 
of the richest and best drained land 
on the farm. 
In the East it is usually 
best to develop the fertility of some 
of the high, rolling land and seed 
I that. 
Bottom lands should be avoid- 
! ed; not only is the danger from weeds 
t on such soils greater, hut altalta ab­ 
solutely requires well-drained land. 
Overflows from streams are usually 
fatal to It during its growing pe­ 
riod, iii fact. it is unusual for it to 
survive more than -I hours of com­ 
plete submergence, although during 
its dormant period in the winter it is 
less susceptible. 
Not the least difficulty that the al­ 
falfa grower must face Is the neces­ 
sity for thorough inoculation of the 
soil in regions where the proper bac­ 
teria 
are not 
supplied 
by 
nature. 


I Throughout the western half of the 
I United States inoculation in general 
' does not appear to be necessary but 
j in the East the grower who neglects 
1 this precaution is practically certain 
to lose his 
time. 
There are two 
methods now In general- use. 
The 
bacteria may be supplied either by 
scattering the soil from a successful 
alfalfa field, or by cultures. 
The ar­ 
tificial cultures are supplied bv the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture and their use explained in detail 
in the printed matter which accom­ 
panies the. bottle of culture. 
After 
being mixed with the clean water and 
certain chemicals these cultures .ne 
applied to the seed. which is then 
dried In a shaded place and sown as 
soon as possible. 
When this method 
is successful ^ all it appears to be 
fully as much so as the scattering ct 


soil 
For some reason, however, which 
has not 
vet 
been 
definitely deter­ 
mined. complete failures occasionally 
occur; more frequently, iii fact, than 
when inoculation is practiced by the 
transfer of soil. 
In the latter case 
from 300 to SOO pounds of soil p^r 
acre should be used. 
Care should be 
taken to obtain the soil .only I rom 
healthy stands known to be free from 
noxious weeds or plant diseases. 
To 
secure and handle such quantities of 
soil is necessarily a somewhat bm den- 
some and expensive business, and it 
is therefore, desirable to obtain the 
j soil from as near by as possible. 
I When no good soil is available in the 
! immediate vicinity it is best to seed 
I a very small area the first season and 
to use this soil for inoculating larger 
I areas later on. 
Where only a small 
quantity of soil is available, very sat­ 
isfactory results can ordinarily be ob- 
l tained by mixing the seed with an 
equal quantity, pound for pound, of 
i the alfalfa soil. mashed free from even 
small clods. 
This mixture may be 
run through a d r i l l - or sown on a 
cloudy day—o r after sundown, 
lf it 
must be seeded broadcast in the sun­ 
shine, scatter the mixture directly In 
front of the covering harrow. 
It is 
also possible to reduce the quantity 
of soil needed for inoculation by thor­ 
oughly mixing it with several times 
its weight of ordinary earth. 
In such 
cases from 200 to TOO pounds per acre 
may be found sufficient. 
The grower, 
however, who attempts to skimp in 
the inoculation of his land, like the 
grower who attempts to use any but 
the best land, is apt to find that al­ 
falfa instead of a profitable Is a losing 
crop. 


Much Has Been Learned of History 
and Habits of Destructive Pest, 
Which Is Invaluable Ald In 
Destroying Them. 


Warm, dry weather is favorable to 
chinch bug increase, and the " eath 
conditions of the past few seasons 
seems to have been especially suitable, 
to an increase of these destruct ve 
pests. 
The present year has seen an 
extension of the infested territory an 
the damage 
in the aggregate b a r 
amounted to a large sum. 
against these insects has been a hard 
one. During the past few years cauch , 
has been learned of the history and( 
habits of the chinch bug whlah is a a 
Invaluable aid in destroying them. MW 
H. A. Gossard, writing of the work 
in Ohio of the endeavor to save the 
crops from the attacks of the chinch 
bug, says; 
Each female is capable of laying 
500 or more eggs. The period of egg- 
laying for the individual lasts from] 
ten days to three weeks, and fo r J * e: 
brood from five to six weeks. 
The 
eggs hatch in from twelve to twenty-j 
two days, and the young require forty 
days or more to become adults after 
issuing from the eggs. 
It thus re­ 
quires two months, or a few days less, 
to pass from the newlv-laid egg to the 
adult condition. 
The eggs are laid on the roots or 
the plants on which the bugs are feed­ 
ing, at or just below the surface of 
the ground; or they may be laid on 
the surface about the bases of the 
plants, 
or 
in 
the 
Ieaf-sheaths 
of 
grasses; in short, in almost any place 
where the surroundings are cool and 
damp. 
_ 
The newly hatched larve feed on 
the roots of their host plants, largely

numerous they may congregate about 
the bases of the plants above ground. 
When the wheat plants are killed at 
harvest, the young migrate at once 
in search of other sustenance and, 
when thus collected together in great 
numbers, they may blacken the entire 
surface of large plants, such as corn 
nearly grown. 
So insidious is theii 
w o r k 'In wheat that their presence is 
often unrecognized until after the har­ 
vest, when the vast hordes of insects 
marching into cornfields attract the 
farmer’s notice for the first time 
Timothy meadows ‘may be well-nigh 
killed without the owner suspecting 
when they are dying. 
A very careful 
examination of the roots of timothy 
Is needed to detect the presence of 
the insects, even where they are very 
plentiful. 
The second brood of bugs 
rarely gain attention, because they are 
developing underground on the roots 
of 
corn, 
foxtail, 
millet and 
other 
plants- 
Either the cleanest kind of culture 
should prevail over the farm in early 
autumn, all grassy and weedy borders 
around fields and along fence rows

allowed to grow vigorously so as to 
entice, in late fall, as many of the . 
insects beneath the shelter as possible. | 
In early winter, after the insects are; 
nicely settled, or else in early spring, 
before they have wakened into ac­ 
tivity, bunn over all such retreats. If 
it is impossible or undesirable to burn 
other woodland retreats, the leaves 
and trash on thp ground may be col­ 
lected and burned if the prospective 
damage by the insects exceeds the 
value of the humus that would be de­ 
stroyed by burning.

To apply a manufacturing term to 
our household materials and methods 
our kitchen '‘by products’’ should be 
more carefully considered than they 
often are; and by this expression is 
meant w aste materials. 
The bv-pro- 
uuct.. of meat are more often lost than 
. .ose of ther foodr, and this is a great 
loss, since this group of foodstuffs is 
increasing in expense. Bones are chief 
among them, and tat. 
All bones may 
be quickly turned to good service by 
being washed, covered with cold wa­ 
ler. heated gradually and mad© into a 
broth, which even ii small in quantity 
will add flavor and some 
utriment to 
gravies or soups. 
We must learn to 
ose these meat flavors to help reduce 
the cost of living by making gravies 
and vegetables more palatable. 
As to Hie fats, they are not always 
made as full use of as is possible. 
For shortening cakes, etc., for deep 
frying and for soap every bit may 
be used with little additional labor. 
To prepare it suet is cut 
in 
small 
pieces, covered with water, allowed to 
soak for 
a day, 
the 
water 
being 
changed once. 
When drained, it is 
put in a kettle with one-half cupful 
skim milk to each pound of suet, and 
cooked slowly until sound of boiling 
has ceased. 
When partly cooked th© 
clear fat is drained from the scraps. 
A combination of leaf lard or chick­ 
en fat with beef fat yields a softer 
product. W hether sliced bacon is fried 
on top of the st five or baked in a pan 
in the oven, a large proportion of *t 
exudes in clear fat. 
All of this should 
be saved to use for browning vege­ 
tables for soup or for hashed brown 
potatoes or similar purposes.

Fry a light brown on both 
I sides and remove to a hot platter 
Four off the grease from the top, 
leaving about two tablespoonfuls of 
grease the skillet. 
Place in a heaping tablespoonful of 
flour in skillet and stir till it becomes 
a rich brown. 
Pour in about a pint 
of milk and bring to a boil. 
Season 
with 
salt. 
Serve with gravy and 
meat separately
